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REMARKS 


1. Eight jet fighters with swept~back wings, six of them parked about 50 meters 25X14 


from the road, one single-engine, low-wing monoplane, and one biplane were 

counted at the Finow (N 53/V¥ 08) airfield on the afternoon 
The jet fighters near the road were of the type previously observed, and were 
painted a light color. Ths following characteristics wera noted: a perpendi- 

cular rod, about 50 cm long, from which a wire 80 cm long extended downward 

to the rear was fitted on ven nose, (2) A metal ladder with four or five 

rungs used to enter the cockpit was seen on the left-hand side of the plane. 

The pilot's seat was covered with yellow canvas. ee” 25X1 
were sean on the fuselage of two of the planes, (3) The planes were fitted 

with a nose wheel which was about half tha diameter of the two landing wheels. 


2. The quarters in Finow, east of Biesenthaler Strasse, consisting of 20 tempo= 
rary buildings were occupied only by 200 young Soviet Air Force soldiers.
